GREY COLUMNS LIKE AUTUMN LEAVES BABY'S SKIN 


Story of Inferno ‘at Battle of Malines Brings Home Horrors 
of Modern Warfare—Uhlan Demons Seen to Rusk on In- 
nocent Farmers Drilling Innumszabie Holes With Bay- 
onets Through Bodies of Unfortunate Victims—Heroic 


Foolhardiness and Stoic Bravery Displayed by Outnum- 
bered Plucky Belgians.

Antwerp, Aug. 28.—E, Alexander Powell, a war correspondent, 
who witnessed the battle of Malines between the Germans and Bel- 
gians, sends the following story: 
“The helmefed legions of the kaiesr, driven out of Malines on 


Tuesday were reinforced Wednesday and before their overwhelming | 


onset the Belgians sullenly gave way and retreated with chins on 
shoulders. I write of what I saw with my own eyes, as I had the dis- 
tinction of being the only American correspondent permitted to ac- 
company the forces, the government placing a military car at my dis- 
posal. = 

“The battle of Malines in which four Belgian divisions, totalling 
50,000 men, contended with a considerably stronger force of Ger- 
mans, was fought in that wonderfully beautiful region five miles south 
of the famous lace city and a dozen miles from Brussels. 

“To get a clear conception of the battle one must picture a 50- 
foot high railyay embankment, its steeply sloping sides heavily 
wooded, stretching across a smiling, fertile countryside like a mon- 
strous green snake. On this line run fast trains from Antwerp to 
Brussels. 

“Malines, with its historic buildings and famous cathedral, lies on 
one side of this embankment, and Wilworde on the other, four miles 
separating them. . 
Rashly Took Offensive. 

“On Tuesday the Belgians, believing the German communica- 
tions to be poorly guarded and the German garrison in Brussels too 
weak to resist them, rashly sallied from the shelter of Antwerp de- 
fenses and took the offensive like a terrier striking a bull dog. 

“They drove the Germans from Malines, but’ the Germans 
brought up a fresh army corps and yesterday morning the Belgians 
found themselves in a périlous position. The battle hinged on the 
possession of the embankment and was fought along a ten-mile front. 

“The battle began at dawn with an artillery duel across the em- 
bankment. By noon the cannonade was terrific. The Germans got 
the range and a rain of shrapnel burst about the Belgian batteries, 
which timbered up and retired at a trot in perfect order. 

“I could see dark blue masses of Belgian infantry falling back, 
cool as on a wintér’s morning. Through a mistake, the two batta- 
lion of carbiniers did not receive the order to retire and were in imml- 
nent danger of destruction. 

“Into the Jaws of Death” 

“Vo reach them a messenger would 
have to traverse a mile of open road 
swept by shrieking shrapnel.’ A colonel 
summoned a gendarme and gave the 
orders, and he set spurs to his horse 
and tore down the road, an archaic 
furie in towering bearskin. 

“It was a ride into the jaws of 
death, He saved his troops, but as 
they fell back the German gunners got 
the ranize and dropped shell upon shell 
into the running column, Road and 
fields were dotted/with corpses in Bel- 
gian blue, :

Farm Houses Collapse 

“The Germans prefaced their ad- 
yance with a terrible fire. The alr 
was filled with whining shrapnel; 
farm houses collapsed amid puffs of 
brown smoke, The sky was smeared 
in a dozen places with the smoke of 
burning dwellings. 

“Suddenly a soldier crouching be- 
side me cried: “Les allemands.” Froni 
a screen of woods along the embank- 
ment burst a long line of gray figures 
hoarsely cheering. At the same mo- 
ment I heard a splutter of shots in 
the village below, and my chauffeur 
screamed: “Hurry for your life, mon- 
sleur, the Ublans are upon us.” 

“Y think I broke the world’s record 
for speed in getting to my car, as we 
shot down the road which leads to Ant- 
werp at 50 miles an hour, the Uhlans 
cantered Into the village, the sun strik- 
ing on their lance tips. 


“The railway embankment from 
which I viewed the battle was carpeted 
with corpses of German  infantry- 
men killed the day before. I saw 


many peasants thrown into one grave. 
Saw German Atrocities 

“T saw evidences of German atro- 
cities myself, for at a hamlet near 
Sempst, I helped bury an aged farmer 
and his son, inoffensive peasants ex- 
ecuted by Germans because a Belgian 
soldier shot a Uhlan in front of their 
farm house, The corpses were ter- 
ribly bayonctted. 

“The retreat from Malines was a 
never to be forgotten flight. For £0 
miles our road was jammed with clat- 
tering cavalry, plodding infantry and 
rumbling guns, thelr caissons covered 
with green shrouds to mask their posl- 
tion. Gendarmes with giant bearskinas, 
chaisseurs in green coats; carbeniers in 
leather hats, machine guns drawn by 
dogs, ambulances with red cross flags, 
and cars, cars, cars—all the dear old 
familiar makes among them—con- 
tributed to form a mighty human river 
flowing Antwerp-ward, 

“Malines has a population of 50,000 
and 46,000 fled when they heard the 
Cermans were returning, St&hts along 
the road were pathetic beyond descrip- 
tion. Children and aged, rich and poor, 
lame and blind, with their few belong- 
ings on thelr backs or piled in push 
carts, clogged roads, and impeded the 
soldiery. ‘ 

“Those pecple were abandoning all 
they held dear to pillage and destruc- 
tion. 

“They were completely terrorized by 
the Germans, But the Belgian army is 
not terrorized. It is a retreating army, 
but it is victorious in retreat. 

“This army, cool, confident, cour- 
ageous, and if the Germarrgiant leaves 
himself unguarded a single instant, 
little Belgium will drove home a solar 
plexus blow.”

A serious reverse to British arms on the French frontier is officially an- 
nounced in Berlin. After nine days fighting the Germans claim to have put 
the western line of the allies to flight. The English, it is asserted, were de- 
feated at Maubeuge, France, and the France-Belgian forces driven back toward 
Maubeuge. ‘ 

Belgians attacks from Nancy and from Antwerp were repulsed, it is de- 
clared, Field Marshal Sir John French, commander-in-chief of the British 
expeditionary force reports that his troops were attacked by five German army 
corps and cavalry Wednesday in the neighborhood of Cambrai and Lacateus 
and that their casualties were heavy. He does not state the outcome of the 
battle. Cambrai and Lecateu are French towns about ten miles southwest of 
Maugeuge and the description of the scene of the fighting reported by Field 
Marshal French and announced in the house of commons by Premier Asquith 
today fits in with the battles as indicated at Berlin.

It 
Was then that I became fond of horses, 
In 1906 I was apprenticed to T. Ps 
Hayes and began to work for him at 
the tS, Louls track. I rode three years 
on the flat. In.1908 1 took up the 
steeplechase game. Gwynne Tompkins 
taught me the elementary parts of that

“It was during my first year ay a 
cross country rider that I accomplished 
soemthing that I do not think any other 
ridér has achieved in one day, one on 
the Mat and ane over the jumps..I won 
with Royal Onyx on the flat and with 
Lizzle Fiat over the steeplechase coursa, 
I have tried to repeat that performance 
seevral times= since, but failed.

GUY BATES POST.IS 
SEEN AT HIS BEST IN 
OMAR, THE TENTMAKER 


Excellent acting, beautiful scenic ef- 
fects and a‘surprisingly small audience 
were the three things that struck those 
attending the Empiye théater last night 
to seo Guy Bates’ Post in “Omar, the 
Tentmaker.” If local theater-goers do 
nat patronize a show of the sterling 
quality of that seen last night, then 
the Empire management may as well 
close the dcors of the building after 
having come to the conclusion that, to 
say the least of {t, people in this city 
are not very discriminating. 

Probably the most remarkable thing 
about the performance last night, was 
the splendid setting. How it is ac- 
complished on a stage that is so smail 
is little short of miraculous. In the 
first act the rising of the’ moon seen 
from a Persian garden is one of the 
most realistic touches that has been 
seen in a local playhouse, and this ts 
equalled, if not surpassed, in the last 
act where Omar's “spirit” is seen float- 
ing around the stage. The varivus tab- 
leaux, representing scenes from Omar's 
past life, were also exceedingly clever 
and deserving of the enthusiastic ap- 
plause which the disgustingly small 
audience saw fit. to bestow. 

“Omar, the Tentmaker,” Is a Per- 
aian play based on the Rubaiyat of 
Omar Khayyam and its by Richard 
Walton Tully. .A love story, gripping 
and intensely interesting, is woven 
around the immortal philosophies. The 
lovemaking scens in the first act 
emulates that of the balcony scene in 
Romeo and Juliet. It is impassioned, 
forceful and touching and loses not ona 
jot in the hands of Guy Bates Post. 

The second act is widely different 
and the intemperance of the principal 
seems rather out of keeping with his 
general makeup. Why so pfofound a 
philosopher should look to wine to for- 
get the past it Is difficult to conceive. 
However, the play loses nothirig by 
this; indeed, rather does it add to the 
interest, 

The jumbling of events in the final 
scene creates an impression that is not 
easily forgotten. ‘There is little doubt 
that the work of all the artists is much 
better in thiq act. It is sufficient to 
Bay that Mr. Post-presents his part to 

, Perfection, while Miss Jane Salisbury, 
&s Shireen, proves herself to be an 
emotional actress away above the or- 
dinary, Miss Louise .Grassler also 
came in for much applause which was 
thoroughly deserved. 

The principals were wonderfully well 
fupported and it would appear invidi!- 
ous to mention one without all names. ~ 

After seeing the way this show was 
supported, one may well ask “what is 
Wrong with Edmonton patrons of the 
histrionic art?" It may be that war 
excitement ts too strong, but the fact 
remains that all would be well advised 
to forget for a couple of hours” the 
world’s crisis and attend one of the 
remaining performances.
